The radical and conservative elements 


ia the General Synod, Evangelical Luth- 
eran Church, which were thought to. be 
thoroughly harmonized for the last few 
years, became engaged in a spirited de- 
bate at Baltimore, 
in the biennial 


convention held there last week. 


Tbe clash between the two elements 


was brought about on Monday by the re- 
port of the committee on nominations 
for the Board of Home Missions, which 
was made by the Rev. Dr. S. W. Owen, 
of the Maryland Synod, who ia chairman 
of the committee. In nominating the 
new board tbe committee struck on* tbe 
names of Rev. M. P. Hocker and Rev. 
George H. Ueen, both of whom are re- 
garded as radicals, and substituted the 
names of Rev. W. E. Parsons and Rev. 
P. A. 
Heilmac, 
of the Maryland 


Synod, who are conservatives. 


When Dr. Owen finished reading the 


report, Hev. Dr. O. E, Hay, of the East 
Pennsylvania Synod, moved that the 
name of Dr. Parsons be stricken out and 
the name of Rev. George H. Keen be 
substituted. This motion was greeted 
by applause on the part of the radicals, 
which was the flrst intimation that party 
lines were being drawn on the report. 


Rev. Dr. D. II. Bauslin aaid he hoped 


the synod would not establish the pre- 
cedent of changing the reports of cnm- 
rnitlees duly appointed by the president. 


Rev. Dr. John Wagner, of the Susque- 


hanna Synod, opposed such an idea as 
subversive of all principles of delibera- 
tive bodies and declared that the amend- 
ment of the report of a comlttee oaeant 
no disrespect lo Ihe president nor to the 
committtee. 


"Minority" is Aroused. 


Dr. Owen defended the work of the 


committee, sayiu? that Mr. Reen's name 
was omitted and Dr. Parsons' substitut- 
ed becauas) the committee thought it ad- 
visable tc select members of the board 
living in or near Baltimore, the head- 
quarters. Dr. Owen said the committee 
had endeavored to eliminate all party 
lines, but "that the minority seemed to 
be disposed to draw the party lines 
again." 


This reference to the "minority" ral 


lied the radicals, who assumed they 
were referred to under that title, and 
from that moment on the debate was 
most animated. 


Rev. G. M. Diffenderfer held that the 


time for the order of the day had ar- 
rived, but Mr. J. L. Zimmerman moved 
the previous question. The special or- 
der of the day was then deferred live 
minutes. 


Rsv. C. B. King, of the Pittsburg 


Synod, said he wanted no snap judg- 
ment. "I am ready for peaca," he de- 
clared, "but if theie is to be war, I'm 
ready for a tight,." 


(Jails for the question were made in 


different parts of the cburch, but Presi- 
dent Wolf recognized Dr. Hay, who 
held th,it the East Pennsylvania Synod 
should have a representative on the 
board. 


President Wolf put the amendment 


and the synod voted against it. The 
pieildent, however, in the excitement 
failed to announce the result. 


Dr. Hay giUned the floor and moved 


that the report ba sent back to the com- 
mittee. 


At this juncture liev. Dr. Owen and 


Rev. Mr. Diffeaderfer had a tilt. Mr. 
Diffenderfer had tbe iloor, and after a 
discussion us to u question of order, 


fer claimed tbat the special order of the 
day had arrived. 


Dr. Owen retorted: "When a motion 


to postpone a special order is made, to 
take a vote on » pending motion, it ia 
neither courteous nor just that a member 
should take tbe floor and bold it until 
tbe time has expired." 


In rapping for order President Wolf 


broke the bandle of hia gravel.

Dr. M. W. Hamma in 
praise of Mr. Henry Denhart, of Wash- 
ington, III., who has promised $5,000 a 
year for five years for the current ex- 
penses of Carthage College, III., provided 
the synod raises $2.000. 
Mr. Denhart 


alao agrees to give $100,000 toward an 
endowment fund for lhat inatitution 
provided its fi iends raise a like sum. 
In 


all, Mr. Dtnhart's gifts to the college 
will amount to aboutij.150,000. 


Like other denominations, the General 


Synod bas fewer young men studying for 
the ministry than the needs of the church 
demand. To meet this condition one of 
the recommendations of the board of ed- 
ucation was as follows

The Wabash has been one of tbe very 


greatest railroads of tbe west.

We hope Gettysburg will be oc 
the main line, but whether on it or on a 
very important branch, it will be a sta- 
tion on a railroad whose history has been 
one of magnificent management. This 
means much to a community, not only 
to those directly connected with it but 
also to every one as there are hundreds 
of points at which the interests of a 
community are touched by those of a 
railroad. For example, the half-fare 
rate and the thorough advertisement of 
tbe 40th lAnniversary of the Battle by 
the railroads Is what largely makes a 
successful celebration possible.

The best thing 
to me lhat this man Robertson has done 
baa been his firm flght against tbe prac- 
Jlce-of discharging men who make mis. 
tikes. In this Bellas "shown himself as 
fine a humanitarian as be is effective as 
an executive officer. 


The Wabash does not discharge a man 


for inattention and neglect. To Qre a 
man for mistakes is really absurd—tbe 
chances are tbat the new man you put 
in will be just as incompetent. Keep 
your men and shift them if necessary, 
but stick to the men who know your 
business. If you throw out an old em- 
ployee you have to educate a new one. 
The splendid tiling to do is to take the 
incompetent man, and through patience 
and riglil treatment make him compe- 
tent. This la a reid achievement. To 
this end the Wabash has » system of 
merit anil demerit marks. It you do 
veil you pet cieiiil, and il you do ill it is 
charged against you, but no man is 
damned eternally ao long as he tries. An 
account is kept with every man, and 
any man can get a trauacript of his 
record any time. Tlie man who has a 
clear record is very proud ot it. A tran- 
script showing fifty merit marks la a 
thing to boast of uud does a man more 
good than ;iu increase in pay. It is a 
decoration—lie belongs to the Legion of 
Honor. 


One conductor whose account I ex- 


amined hi.d apprehended a professional 
gambler who had Ueeced a passenger. 
The conductor arrested the man, took 
him in the baggage car, and chained him 
to the wall until lie got to St. Louis 
where he turned him over to the author- 
ities. For this tbe conductor got hia ten 
meiit marks. An engineer, by name 
Marion Davis, had gone out ou the pilot 
of bis moving engine and rescued a 
child that was playmg between the raila ; 
he bad alao made thirty very fast runs, 
reported a burniDR bridge, two wash- 
outs, and captured a tramp who was 
throwing stones at the cars. These 
things weie all to thu credit of Davis and 
not a single demerit mark was against 
him. 
There's a man who will always 


be taken care of. 


If euo'jgh demerit marks are against 


a man he ia put buck. For instance, an 
engineer mi<ht run through a switch, 
smoke cigaretts on duty ami visit a sn- 
loon. These llilugs would make de 
merits. When h» got enough demerits 
be would be made a fireman and might 
be pushed right along down until he 
waa a Eection man or a car cleaner. Be- 
fore that was reached, however, it is 
very likely that the man would resign. 


Tne Wabash does not discharge men- 


it triea to make them efficient—and if 
they cannot stand the curriculum they 
go of their own accord. 


I have mentioned the Wabish, not 


neccsmrily because it stands at the head 
of the Western reads in matter of new 
and Improved mellicds—no ra'lroacl or 
company can long monopolize an idea— 
but simply because I happened to know 
something of what it has done ami 13 
doing in tbe line of safe and economic 
transportation.

This was the time that Mohammed did 


not go to the mountain but Hie moun- 
tain caine to Mohammed. That Is, we 
were In the shoes of the prophet and the 
residuum of the beauty of the trees that 
clothed the mountain, came to us. H 
was a residuum from the famous Adiron- 
dacks and from the Catakilla, upon 
which old liip slept his twenty years of 
sleep after having dranlc of the brew of 
Uenry Hudson and his men, and from 
the great forests of Maine, from tracts 
with 
their 
unpronounceable Indiau 


iiamen. The smoke from these Urea went 
up into the heavens and was caught by 
wiuda blowing from the Northeast and 
was carried down the coast and over the 
land until the veil of a sorrow ot imoke 
hung over us for the monaicbe of the 
forests reduced to ashes.
